SENATE  PASSES  FEDERAL 
AID-TO  EDUCATION  BILL 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.— (RNS)— A 
federal  ald-to-education  bill  which 
leaves  It  up  to  the  individual  states 
to  decide  whether  federal  funds  will 
be  used  for  private  schools  was  passed 
by  the  Senate  and  sent  to  the  House. 
The  vote  was  58  to  15.  (Editor's  Note: 
’This  means  that  the  money  may  be 
used  to  support  parochial  schools.) 

The  measure  authorizes  $300,000,000 
a  year  in  grants  to  help  the  states 
pay  for  teachers'  salaries  and  other 
school  expenses 

Final  passage  of  the  bill  came  after 
a  .series  of  major  amendments  were 
defeat^,  including  two  directly  re¬ 
lated  to  the  Issue  of  Church  and 
State. 

An  amendment  submitted  by  Sen¬ 
ator  Forrest  C.  Donnell  (RJdo.)  was 
defeated  71  to  3  on  a  xoU  can,  with 
only  Donnell  and  Senators  Hsurry 
Cain  (R-Wash.)  and  John  McClenlan 
(D-Ark.)  voting  for  It. 

'The  other,  defeated  on  a  voice 
vote,  was  offered  by  Senator  Brten 
McMahon  (D-Conn.).  It  would  have 
permitted  the  use  of  federal  funds 
for  school  bus  sendees  for  att  chil¬ 
dren,  whether  they  attended  private 
or  publie  sehoota. 


He  remembered  the  wages  of  the 
janitor  of  the  church  where  he  is 
pastor.  This  janitor  is  a  Negro.  His 
hours  are  limited  to  forty  each  week, 
with  time  and  a  half  paid  for  over¬ 
time.  He  has  had  no  special  educa¬ 
tion  to  equip  him  for  his  task,  but 
he  Is  an  excellent  Janitor,  and  there 
is  certainly  no  criticism  against  the 
nature  of  the  work  he  Is  doing. 

But  the  jar  of  the  preacher’s  life 
came  when  he  discovered  that  the 
janitor’s  wage  scale  was  actusdly  bet¬ 
ter  than  hU  own.

In  education,  this  pastor  had  spent 
seventeen  years  In  the  classroom  at 
an  expenditure  of  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars.

IF  ONLY  HE  WERE  PAID

tools  If  he  were  to  succeed  in  his 
preaching  from  Sunday  to  Simday. 

Because  of  the  scattered  member¬ 
ship,  pastoral  calls,  denominational 
eommittees  and  funerals,  he  drove 
his  ear  an  average  of  3,500  miles  a 
month — all  this,  except  fifty  dol¬ 

lars  which  the  church  allowed,  was 
at  his  own  expense.  Figuring  the  cost 
of  car  operation  at  six  cents  per 
mile,  this  means  an  expenditure  of 
a  hundred  dollars  per  month  out  of 
his  own  salary  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  church. 

Too,  there  are  many  nights  when 
he  and  his  wife  must  both  go  to  or¬ 
ganizational  meetings.  When  this  situ¬ 
ation  arises,  this  means  that  a  baby 
sitter  must  be  secured  at  a  cost  of  fifty 
cents  per  hour,  and  the  average  length 
of  time  away  has  thus  far  been  three 
hours,  or  a  cost  of  a  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  cents  per  night.  This  amount 
would  not  be  missed  from  the  family 
burget  were  it  on  rare  occasions,  but 
happening  on  an  average  of  twice  a 
week.  It  runs  into  a  considerable  cost 
in  the  course  of  a  year. 

Of  course,  the  high  expense  of  good 
clothes  is  also  a  considerable  Item,  as 
every  pastor  knows.  On  the  other  hand 
the  janitor  has  no  children,  operates 
no  car.  His  bill  Is  the  cleaning  of  the 
white  coats  which  the  church  has 
fumi^ed  him.  Overalls  underneath 
suffice.  He  brings  a  light  lunch  to  the 
church  when  he  comes  to  work,  and 
his  transportation  bill  both  ways  each 
day  Is  twenty  cents. 

ni 

Well,  all  that  is  background. 

Here  are  the  figures. 

The  hours  spent  in  actual  work  of 
the  church  during  a  typical  week  were 
104. 

Here  Is  where  the  mathematics 
comes  in.  He  took  the  janitor’s  wage 
scale  and  applied  It  to  his  hours,  and 
If  he  bad  been  paid  by  the  janitor’s 
wage  scale,  he  would  actually  have  re¬ 
ceived  as  his  salgry  for  that  week  an 
increase  of  $10  per  week  (or  $40  per 
month)  over  the  amount  which  the 
church  was  paying  him,  smd  that  does 
not  count  any  of  the  expenditures 
which  be  had  to  make  while  he  was 
doing  the  work  of  the  church. 

’This  fact  came  as  a  shock  to  the 
pastor.  He  would  not  complain  for  the 
world.  In  fact,  if  his  salary  were  cut 
fifty  per  cent  tomorrow  he  would  not 
complain.  The  policy  ot  his  entire 
ministry  has  been  to  accept  what  the 
church  pays  and  to  live  on  It  regard¬ 
less  of  circumstances.  He  is  not  merce¬ 
nary.  and  money  is  only  a  anall  item 
in  his  living;  but  if  he  were  paid  by 
the  janitor's  wage  scale  he  and  his 
family  could  have  lived  with  greater 
ease  in  this  world  where  all  too  much 
is  topsy-turvy. 

IV 

That  pastor  hsis  only  one  serious 
concern  growing  out  of  this  revelation. 

His  real  concern  Is  for  the  many 
pastors  in  our  Southern  Baptist  (Con¬ 
vention  who  are  serving  churches  In 
small  towns  or  cities  where  the  cost  of 
living  has  skyrocketed  and  the  pastor’s 
salary  has  moved  forward  only  at  a 
snail’s  pace.  He  knows  the  pinch  they 
are  in.

keep  pouring  across  the  borders.  'They 
come  from  behind  the  Iron  curtain 
needing  everything — food,  clothing, 
medicine,  work,  and  H>lrltual  com¬ 
fort." 

Another  needy  group  are  the  stu¬ 
dents,  who  need  food,  clothing,  books, 
and  scholarships.  Dr.  Franks  wrote. 
"I  am  so  glad  that  Southern  Baptists 
are  doing  something  really  big  and 
constructive  in  this  field.  In  this 
group  the  churches  have  their  most 
far-reaching  opportunity,  one  which 
they  dare  not  neglect.’’ 

Contributed  goods  of  all  kinds  will 
be  needed  for  at  least  another  year. 
In  the  Judgment  of  the  leaders  of 
relief  projects  who  met  recently  for 
conferences.  Dr.  Franks  expressed  the 
opinion  that  "Southern  Baptists  again 
have  shown  up  to  good  advantage 
here.  New  Orleans  Center  has  been 
a  great  success.  This  service  we 
should  continue.” 

In  conclusion  the  relief  representa¬ 
tive  said,  “Southern  Baptists  are  in 
a  peculiarly  favorable  position  in  Eur¬ 
ope  now  to  render  a  great  spiritual 
service,  sharing  with  our  Baptist 
brethren  the  fellowship  of  service  so 
richly  Invit^g  fields  of  evangelism, 
education,  missions,  and  church  con¬ 
struction.  The  churches  and  only  the 
churches  can  enter  this  wide  open 
door.  This  is  no  time  for  us  to  dcfless 
for  relief;  It  is  the  time  when  we 
should  begin  to  shift  our  emphasis 
from  the  largely  physical  to  the  def¬ 
initely  spiritual  service  of  relief.” 

The  committee  authorized  its  di¬ 
rector,  Dr.  George  W.  Sadler,  to  write 
Dr.  Franks  that  the  relief  effort 
would  be  sustained  so  long  as  sup¬ 
port  lor  It  from  the  Convention  per¬ 
mitted  the  program.

laxing  surface  arterioles.  This  flushes 
the  skin  and  deceives  the  victim  into 
believing  he  Is  "warmed  up"  and 
"stimulated." 

At  the  same  time  the  actual  body 
temperature  Is  lowered,  because  of 
the  excessive  dissipation  of  body  heat 
from  the  flushed  surface  and  the 
weakened  circulation,  and  the  victim 
is  therefore  less  capable  of  enduring 
exposure  to  extreme  cold.  Polar  ex¬ 
plorers  know  the  danger  of  using  al¬ 
cohol  urrder  such  circumstances. 

The  victim’s  Judgment  Is  impaired. 
He  becomes  more  or  less  garrulous. 
His  emotions  are  less  restrained  by 
higher  intellectual  control.  He  be¬ 
comes  more  reckless,  more  abrupt, 
less  reasoning  or  calculating  about 
his  behavior,  manners,  repute,  honor. 
He  enters  upon  an  adventure,  a  quar¬ 
rel  or  an  escapade  lighUy,  whereas 
In  his  normal  state  he  would  hesitate 
or  decline  to  get  Into  such  a  mess. 
His  higher  faculties  are  temporarily 
inhibited  or  dulled.  He<,may  commit 
offenses  or  even  crimes  which.  In  nor¬ 
mal  condition,  he  could  not  commit. 

Remember,  I  am  still  q^eaking  of 
the  effect  of  an  ordinary  beverage 
dose  of  alcohol. 

The  individual’s  reaction  time  Is  In¬ 
variably  slowed  by  alcohol;  It  takes 
him  a  mite  too  long  to  react  in  an 
emergency,  so  that  he  drives  Into  a 
wreck  where,  in  his  unintoxicated 
state,  he  could  avoid  the  accident  by 
quick  action. 

The  victim  himself  cannot  and  will 
not  recognize  his  depression.  On  the 
contrary  he  obstinately  believes  he 
Is  stronger,  braver,  better,  more  com¬ 
petent  mentally  and  physically,  when 
the  alcohol  Is  acting.  Total  absti¬ 
nence  is  the  only  sensible  course  for 
anybody  who  is  not  a  fool."

The  people  were  pleased.  The  pub¬ 
lic  may  persecute,  the  prophets  of 
Ood  but  they  want  to  have  them 
around.  Regardless  of  how  sinful  they 
are,  they  feel  that  Ood  has  not  for¬ 
gotten  as  long  as  He  continues  to 
send  His  heaven-called  preachers  to 
proclaim  His  word  to  them. 

.  .  .  Yet,  there  are  lots  of  poor  sin¬ 
ners  whose  hearts  are  far  fnun  Ood 
who  comfort  themselves  In  the  Idea 
that  the  presence  of  a  man  of  Ood 
In  their  midst  offers  them  some  se¬ 
curity  against  the  wrath  of  God's 
Judgment  upon  their  sins. 

Jeremiah  must  have  been  a  very 
eloquent  preacher.  Great  throngs 
waited  upon  his  ministry.  His  pas¬ 
sionate  pleading  shook  them  to  the 
soles  of  their  sandals.  He  learned, 
with  bitter  disappointment,  that 
while  they  enjoyed  his  sermons  they 
refused  to  commit  themselves  to  the 
call  of  his  message.  While  they  ap¬ 
plauded  the  light  they  walked  In 
darkness.  This  terrible  experience  has 
broken  the  hearts  of  God’s  preachers 
from  Noah  until  today.  It  broke  the 
heart  of  Jesus. 

The  reslstence  of  the  people  against 
the  truth  of  Ood  led  the  prophet  to 
renew  his  effort  and  intensify  his  em¬ 
phasis.  He  saw  clearly  a  people  whose 
hearts  were  stubbornly  set  on  merrily 
going  to  hell. 

When  he  began  te  bear  down  with 
hb  pronouncements  of  the  doom  of 
God  upon  them  for  their  folly,  they 
began  to  rationalise  a  Justification 
for  their  sins  and  te  heckle.  He  press¬ 
ed  on  and  they  quit  going  to  hear  him 
preach.  Remember  that  they  did  Jes¬ 
us  that  way. 

Our  text  shows  us  the  heart  of  a 
distraught  preacher  on  Monday 
morning  after  a  hard  Sunday.  In  this 
ery  of  his  soul  he  is  saying  that  he 
wishes  that  he  could.  In  the  sight  of 
that  nation,  dissolve  himself  into 
tears,  If  thereby  the  spectacle  of  his 
compassionate  grief  for  them  might 
awaken  their  torpid  spirits  and  cull 
them  to  repentance  from  their  per- 
•Istent  depravity. 

What’s  The  Use? 

Then  there  crept  Into  his  soul  that 
chilling  question  that  has  voiced  It¬ 
self  In  the  hearts  of  all  God’s  preach¬ 
ers  In  such  an  hour:  What  Is  the  use? 
Why  Miould  I  be  burdened  to  death 
for  the  sin  and  folly  of  a  people  who 
do  not  care?  Why  should  I  waste  my 
Mfe  In  worrying  about  their  uncon¬ 
cern? 

He  would  not  love  Ood  less  nor 
would  he  be  less  Interested  In  the 
fute  of  his  nation.  For  the  moment. 


bu  hud  lout  hlB  asst  for  the  buttle.  He 
wunted  to  withdraw  from  the  team, 
tuks  off  his  unlfonn,  get  himself  u 
seat  In  the  stadium,  and  watch  the 
other  fdlow  bear  the  burden  of  the 
battle. 

What  a  familiar  experience!  Every 
true  lover  of  Christ  has  known  it.  In 
those  terrible  days  through  which  life 
Is  taking  us  now,  alas,  there  are  mil¬ 
lions  whose  hearts  have  known  the 
love  of  Christ  but  who  have  In  a 
measure  let  go.  They  have  retired 
from  the  c<mflict  and  become  well- 
wishing  spectators . . .  Jeremiah  did 
not  let  go.  He  was  faithful  through 
40  years  of  persistent  frustration  and 
discouragement. 

These  words  from  his  heart,  which 
mirrow  to  us  the  struggle  within  his 
soul,  have  become  rather  a  fixed  pat¬ 
tern  of  the  picture  we  see  in  all  our 
churches.  Their  balconies  are  crowd¬ 
ed  to  overflowing  with  spectators  who 
are  unburdened  and  un -sacrificing 
well-wishers.  Only  a  few  are  stead¬ 
fastly  fervent,  and  they  frequently 
are  unappreciated. 

The  Pouteis’  Bench 

I  can  give  you  a  true  picture  of  the 
balcony  In  your  church.  In  every  one 
of  them  there  are  some  Pouters’ 
Benches  that  are  crowded.  They  have 
filled  up  with  folks  whose  feelings 
have  been  hurt.  Some  were  not  elect¬ 
ed  to  offices  they  wanted.  Others 
were  not  asked  to  sing  or  to  speak  or 
to  teach  or  to  do  this  or  that.  Some 
did  not  get  the  compliments  they  ex¬ 
pected.  Some  are  mad  because  the 
preacher  preached  the  truth  of  Ood, 
and  they  thought  he  was  trying  to 
embarrass  them  personally, 
tired  and  quit. 

Wc  have  •tber  pews  la  ear  balcsay 
fined  with  people  who  have  grovra  tired 
la  service.  Ihey  were  actaanjr  ia  Mae 
with  the  Lord  once.  IHev  failed  to  re¬ 
fresh  their  sools  through  personal  com- 
manion  with  Christ,  lliey  neglected  ts 
secare  the  oadergirdtng  sf  s  sasUining 
faith  through  a  cowUnalng  renewal  of 
thHr  strength  from  Ood,  and  they  got 
tired  and  quit. 

I  remember  many  years  ago  in  a  city 
where  I  had  but  then  recently  gone  to 
be  pastor,  we  needed  a  man  to  lead  the 
men  of  the  church  in  a  challenging  pro¬ 
gram  of  service.  1  talked  to  the  brethren 
and  was  advised  that  the  church  had  . 
In  its  membership  a  man  who  was  exact¬ 
ly  the  one  we  needed.  He  had  a  Pb.D. 
degree.  They  said  that  for  many  years 
he  had  been  a  faithful  and  devout  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  church  and  active  in  many 
ministrlee.  But  for  the  past  two  or  three 
years  be  had  completely  retired  from 
all  activity.  Be  came  to  church  about 
every  other  Sunday  morning.  I  asked 
for  some  of  them  to  go  with  me  to  lay 
our  plea  upon  his  heart.  They  suggested 
that  n  was  better  that  I  see  him  alone. 
That  did  not  sound  good,  but  I  went. 
Prayerfully,  I  presented  our  call  for  his 
help.  From  the  very  start,  I  knew  I  was 
making  progress.  However,  I  pressed 
OB.  When  I  had  finished,  he  said,  “I  am 
aony  to  disappoint  you  and  the  men  of 
the  church.  I  could  do  the  thing  you  are 
asking,  but  I  have  done  my  bM  for  Ood 
and  have  retired.” 

His  words  strangely  and  abnormally 
affected  me.  An  expressioo  of  terrifying 
fear  temporarily  registered  Itself  to  my 
countenance.  What  bis  words  did  to  me 
startled  him  and  be  exclaimed,  “Why  do 
you  react  like  that?" 

And  I  answered,  "Suppose  that  Ood 
were  to  take  the  same  attitude  toward 
you  that  you  have  toward  Him  and  tals 
work.  You  say  that  you  have  quit  on 
Ood;  suppose  thmt  Ood  were  to  quit  on 
you?” 

For  s  moment  he  was  Jarred.  Then  be 
shrugged  his  shoulders  and  rather  sigh¬ 
ed,  "I  do  not  suppose  I  would  be  around

here  very  long,  would  IT” 

But  he  could  not  be  moved. 

Three  weeks  after  that  ve^  day  and 
hour,  they  pushed  his  body  In  a  casket 
down  the  aisle  of  that  church  and  stop¬ 
ped  It  in  front  of  the  pulpit.  He  bad 
seemed  to  have  been  ki  perfect  health, 
but  they  bad  found  him  dead  In  bed  the 
morning  of  the  day  before.  And  this 
preacher  had  to  try  to  preach  his  hm- 
eral.  I  could  scarcely  think  of  anything 
Ss  say,  though  he  was  a  very  prominent 
man,  because  I  kept  hearing,  over  and 
ever,  his  words,  *T  have  done  my  Mt 
tor  Ood  and  have  retired.” 

Ob,  my  friends,  please  do  not  main¬ 
tain  an  attitude  hi  nfe  that  will  embar¬ 
rass  your  pastor  when  he  has  to  conduct 
your  funeral. 

TVe  Part-Timers 

Well,  we  have  a  kH  of  groups  In  the 
balcony.  There  are  the  “Part-Timers,” 
who  like  to  serve  the  Lord  when  It  Is 
oonvenlent  and  give  a  little  change  when 
they  have  a  surplus. 

Then  there  are  the  "Perpetual  Loaf¬ 
ers.”  We  aU  know  them. 

’  Alas,  some  of  our  best  people  arc  hi 
the  balcony.  They  come  to  churcdi  pretty 
frequently  on  Sunday  morning.  Quite  a 
few  of  them  tithe.  They  rather  faithfully 
leave  their  cards  on  the  doorsteps  of 
the  Almighty,  but  they  are  absorbed 
tn  business,  chib,  and  social  activtUes. 
They  are  patrons,  however,  of  Ood. 
They  do  not  square  their  social  lives 
with  habits  consistent  with  their  Chris¬ 
tian  profession.  A  lot  of  these  people 
have  been  converted  but  they  are  a  long 
ways  from  Christ. 

On  the  afternoon  before  Christmas  I 
saw  thremgs  of  people  going  hi  to  buy 
their  Christmas  liquor.  A  Salvation 
Army  lass  stood  at  the  door  with  her 
tambourine.  I  knew  a  great  many  of  the 
people  who  were  going  into  the  store. 
It  was  very  interesting  to  observe  that 
the  church  members  put  a  generous 
contribution  Into  the  Salvation  Army  las- 
ale's  tambourine.  They  were  trying  to 
purchase  immunity  for  their  conscience. 

The  characteristics  of  Christians  with 
the  balonay  atuthde  are  strikingly  evi¬ 
dent  and  familiar.  They  are  quickest  to 
aplaud,  first  to  hiss'.  They  are  long  on 
advice  and  short  on  assistance.  They 
are  clever  on  excuses  and  unwilling  to 
labor.  They  are  sit-downers  on  sacri¬ 
fice.  They  are  complaining  critics  who 
soorn  constancy.  They  are  sitters  in¬ 
stead'  of  servers;  slackers  Instead  of 
soldiers;  faithless  Instead  of  fervent. 

The  lure  of  the  escape  complex  snares 
many  of  us  unawares.  Without  realising 
It  and  still  believing  thst  we  sre  faithful 
imto  our  Lord,  we  bunt  ourselves  a  bal¬ 
cony  seat  hi  which  we  are  Intensely  fer¬ 
vent  about  some  things  and  totally  In¬ 
different  about  others. 

Of  this  klMl,  there  arc  these  whs  be- 
seme  the  special  pleaders  sf  a  pet  4ae- 
kine.  They  become  tetaUy  bifaMi  Is  aU 
toe  stoer  vast  range  sf  Christtan  belief 
ani  sMIgatisn.  They  largely  read  saly 
the  part  sf  the  Bible  where  they  oaa 
find  toe  saa  deetriae  that  has  gripped 


other  causes. 

Others  there  arc  who  love  only  one 
auxiliary  of  the  church.  It  might  be 
Sunday  school,  Trslning  Union,  Wom- 
sn’s  Mlsslonsry  Union,  or  the  Brother¬ 
hood.  As  far  ms  they  are  concerned  that 
is  all  there  ia  to  the  church. 

We  find  s  few  who  substitute  conven¬ 
tions,  conferences,  and  resolutions  for 
alert  persons!  service.  I  well  remember 
years  ago  a  deacon  who  spent  between 
$500  and  $750  a  year  attending  conven¬ 
tions  and  conferences.  He  did  not  give 
one  penny  to  the  support  of  his  church 
or  any  phase  of  its  program.  He  made 
s  lot  of  big  speeches  for  various  insti¬ 
tutional  and  missionary  causes,  but  he 
never  himself  gave  a  dime  to  the  sup¬ 
port  of  either.  When  his  attention  was 
called  to  his  Inconsistency,  his  answer 
was  thst  he  invested  all  the  money  be 
had  in  attending  conventions. 

Without  our  knowing  it,  the  devil  has 
led  many  af  ns  to  rationalise  for  our¬ 
selves  an  escape  from  a  convlcUon  of 
personal  obligation  to  visit,  to  teach, 
to  evangelise,  to  train,  to  enlist,  and 
to  mobilise  tor  Christ. 

In  some  way  can  It  not  be  true  that 
In  some  serious  respect  we  sre  each 
la  the  balcony?  Somewhere  we  have 
excused  ourselves  from  some  obligation 
that  the  will  of  Christ  would  press  upon 
as.  Do  we  not  each  have  a  problem 
about  this  matter?  la  there  not  for  each 
of  us  room  for  deep  searching  of  heart 
regarding  our  attitude  toward  some 
areas  of  Christ’s  will  for  our  lives? 


Tears  ago  I  brought  a  message  simi¬ 
lar  to  this  and  when  the  service  was 
over  one  of.  my  best  deacons  said  te 
nae,”  Pastor,  I  am  on  the  back  seat  of 
the  balcony.  TeU  me  bow  I  can  come 
down  and  bow  I  can  have  some  guide 
to  warn  against  getting  back  ki  it.”

We  find  toe  same  thing  with  respect 
to  those  who  become  absorbed  in  one 
field  of  Christian  Interest.  They  exclude 
the  concern  their  hearts  should  feel  for 


GOa  question  Is  easy  to  answer,  but 
the  response  Is  dlffioult  for  each  of  ua. 

If  I  am  not  In  the  balcony  my  heart 
has  given  Christ  a  first  priority.  Begin¬ 
ning  with  my  family  I  am  going  to  try 
poe\^vely  to  have  a  Christian  home.  In 
my  community  I  am  going  to  commit 
myself  steadfastly  to  being  a  Christian 
clUaen.  In  my  social  relationships  I  will 
be  striving  to  fashion  my  attitude  and 
relationships  by  the  mind  and  spirit  of 
Christ.  I  will  be  among  those  who  sre 
trying  te  give  full  service  In  all  the 
sflsirs  of  the  church.  I  will  be  a  steward 
of  the  time  that  Ood  has  given  me  so 
that  I  can  travel  with  Jesus  to  visit  the 
poor,  the  aged,  sick,  sorrowing,  and 
the  back-slider  and  the  Bkmer.

It  will  he  a  Jsyons  privilege 
to  tube  and  to  give  my  offerings  an 
proaf  af  my  partnership  with  my  Snv- 
lonr.  My  soni  wUl  yearn  to  wki  others 
to  Chrtoi.  to  help  positively  to  make  my 
oomsnnnity  Christtan.  to  be  sbedlent 
nato  the  heavenly  vtotoa  far  oar  Bapttst 
work  In  the  fleMs  of  state,  home  and 
foreign  mtsstons.

MISSIONARIES  ABB  PREPARED 
FOR  THE  FALL  OP  SHANGHAI 
By  Secretary  Baker  J.  Castheu 
Frem  Dr.  CaBthea*s  menlhly 
Report,  wrHtcn  ^ril  M 
Tlie  fan  of  Shanghai  to  now  an  Im¬ 
minent  possibility.  Nationalist  armies 
declare  they  will  defend  the  city 
strongly,  but  there  seems  little  evi¬ 
dence  of  any  preparation  for  a  fight. 
We  do  not  see  bravy  guns  being 
mounted  nor  barricades  constructed 
as  one  would  expect  to  find  In  a  dty 
prepaclng  for  all-out  defense. 

In  order  to  prevent  their  ships 
from  being  attacked  or  being  bottled 
up  In  the  Whangpoo  River,  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Navy  has  left  anchorage  In 
Shanghai  and  moved  to  the  Yangtse 
River.  The  Navy  has  offered  trans¬ 
portation  to  aO  Americans  who  wish 
to  leave.  They  still  have  small  ves¬ 
sels  at  Shanghai  which '  can  be  used 
to  take  people  to  the  ships  In  the 
Yangtze.  Commercial  vessels  are  still 
available  and  airlines  are  making 
their  regular  runs. 

MiaslMiaries  In  Shanghai 
Many  mlsNonarles  representing 
most  of  the  mission  boards  at  work 
In  China  are  remaining  at  their 
teudu.  Southern  Baptists  have  thirty- 
one  missionaries  and  five  children 
remaining  In  Shanghai.  Some  of 
these  people  may  decide  to  leave  la¬ 
ter,  but  they  have  ik>  definite  plans 
to  do  so  up  to  this  point.

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Baptist 
Compound  to  Just  outNde  a  wooden 
fence  built  around  the  city  to  keep 
refugees  from  swarming  into  Shang¬ 
hai.  and  the  gate  to  eloaed  by  soldiers 
from  time  to  time,  the  aeho(^  are 
carrying  on  asost  of  their  activities 
InNde  the  dty.  But  a  strong  nucleus 
of  workers  remains  on  the  compound 
with  the  mlssionsLries  so  as  to  con¬ 
tinue  activities  there  and  to  protect 
the  property. 

Emergency  provlskms  have  been 
made  within  the  city  to  take  care  of 
all  these  people  If  It  should  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  them  to  come  in  during  time 
ef  fighting.  We  stand  In  greater  dan¬ 
ger  of  rioting  and  looting  than  we 
do  of  ‘actual  fighting  In  the  city. 

UuIvtsNty  ef  itoaaglHil  Cleeed 
Military  authorities  have  ordered 
the  cloNng  ef  fifteen  unlverNtles  In- 
Nwdlng  the  UnlverNty  of  Shanghai. 
The  order  came  only  four  weeks  be¬ 
fore  the  school  would  normally  close. 

Ssnkm  wffl  be  given  examinations 
and  Commencement  will  be  held.  Al¬ 
though  we  regret  to  see  the  univerNty 
stoae  Ms  work  before  the  usual  date. 


President  Henry  Lin  and  the  mission¬ 
aries  aj  the  school  feel  it  may  turn 
out  to  be  a  blessing  In  disguise.  Dur¬ 
ing  times  of  unusual  crisis.  It  is  easy 
for  serious  problems  to  arise  on  a 
university  campus  In  China  and  dis¬ 
missal  of  the  school  at  this  point  will 
eliminate  this  danger.  Missionaries 
and  a  strong  group  of  the  Chinese 
staff  will  remain  on  the  campus 
exerting  every  effort  to  keep  th» 
property  free. 

In  Communist  Territory 
As  this  report  is  being  written  the 
Communist  armies  have  taken  Wusih 
and  Soochow  and  are  nearing  Knn- 
shan.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Jackson  and 
Mrs.  P.  W.  Hamlett,  our  missionaries 
in  Wusih,  are  still  there.  I  talked  wrlth 
Miss  Blanche  Groves  by  long  dis¬ 
tance  telephone  the  day  before  Soo. 
chow  fen  and  she  told  me  she.  Miss 
Sophie  Lanneau,  Miss  Ola  Lea  and 
Miss  Jenell  Oreer  were  remaining  by 
their  choice.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  B. 
Johnson  are  In  Kunshan  and  intend 
to  remain'  there  as  the  Oommunists 
eome  In. 

Rev.  Stockwell  Sears,  Rev.  Charles 
Cowherd  and  Miss  Pearl  Johnson  are 
still  In  Tslngtao  where  the  Ntuatloa 
Is  unchanged.  Dr.  A.  W.  Yocum  Is  stlU 
in  Chengchow  and  we  were  able  to 
receive  letters  from  him  through  the 
mall  until  last  week  when  the  dri"* 
began  in  the  Yangtee  valley. 

Hongkong  Offlee  Opened 
It  has  become  evident  that  the 
emergencies  prevailing  in  Central 
China  may  shortly  extend  to  South 
China.  Miss  Lucy.  Smith  went  to 
Hongkong  this  week  where  she  wrlll 
have  an  office  In  a  location  already 
acquired  so  as  to  be  able  to  have 
funds  available  to  meet  any  emergen¬ 
cies  In  the  Sooth  China  area  gnd  at 
the  same  time  be  in  a  position  to 
channel  funds  to  Shanghai  through 
any  existing  means  if  communlca- 
Uons  between  this  city  and  America 
are  broken  so  as  to  make  Impossible 
our  getting  in  funds.  Even  If  chan¬ 
nels  do  not  ei^  for  getting  fund.s  to 
Shanghai  from  Hongkong  we  could 
get  along  for  a  period  until  commun¬ 
ications  .,could  be  reestablished.  I 
think  there  is  no  need  for  undue  con¬ 
cern  on  this  point.  Missionaries  havt 
been  supplied  with  funds  La  advenes 
and  ample  food  secured.  Chinese 
workers  have  also  been  provided  for.

Ow  Lord  wasted 
thta  last  meal  with  His  disciples  to  pass 
natotermpted.  la  order  that  Jadaa  might 
aat  kaew  the  tocattoa  sf  the  roem  be- 
fwahaad,  aad  that  His  eaeoiies  alight 
ba  kept  ia  igneraaoe  af  Ms  tocattoa.  he 
made  secret  arraagemeato  with  a  friead 
wha  aadertook  to  prepare  Him  a  room 
which  to  eat  the  pasaever  aieal. 

Bo  He  sent  Peter  and  John  to  prepare 
tha  supper  without  telling  them  where, 
bto  only  that  they  should  enter  the  city 
aad  meet  a  man  carrying  a  water  Jar 
on  his  shoulder.
